Completion of a 125-foot ) anga

There will be four 
of these planes with a wing spa* J 
of 105 feet and each equipped with 
three 400-horse power Liberty mo 
tors. 
Each will carry one ton of let­ 
ters without stop from New’ York 
to Chicago, or two tons of letters 
if a stop is made at Cleveland for 
fuel. From Chicago the planes will 
continue to Omaha, 440 miles farth 
er, making a daily operation of 1.-
